The inconvenience is. that current French 
literature being scarcely ever translate I for the 
U9e of English readers, the gre..t writers of the 
mother-country come io us filled with a por cent- 
age — sometimes a large one — of untranslated! 
French. For instance, readers of Jane Eyre 
will remember meeting in it with whole pages of 
French extracts, besides fragments of French di- 
alogues. And the evil is, that the French books 
which are translated for tho use ol' American 
readers, consist chiefly of tho exciting fictions of 
Eugene Sue, Alexandre Dumas, Paul de Kick, 
&c; from the English versions of which all the 
author's pathos, humor, and flashes of geniirs are 
found to have evaporated, leaving nothing be- 
hind for the American reader but. the dead car- 
case of a licentious tale. And thus, French fic- 
tion has got into bad odor among us. 

But France has a number of moral, healthy, 
talented writers, equal as a body to the novelists 
of any uge or country. These well deseive the 
careful stu ly of American youth; But they are 
unknown among us; they ileal not In the staple 
of seduction, adultery and monstrous crimes; they 
paint no exaggerated picturesol the hideous deeps 
or inaccessible heights of soc ; al life; they paint 
human nature, and the course of hum jii life, as 
they find it, but they paint it cnobled and puri- 
fied, and gilded by the Hues o'flheir'own genius. 
Such writers, tranquil and unobtrusive in style, 
when "done into English," would by no means
